The Responsibility. 


If we accept as correct tbe conclu­ 
sion of Republican journals on tbe 
Democratic majority in Congress and 
through it ou the Democratic party, 
rests the responsibility of tbe defeat 
of the Texas Pacific Railroad bill, and 
we are assured that this responsibili­ 
ty will be made to hang about the 
party’s neck in the approaching Presi­ 
dential campaign with the weight of 
a thousand millstones. As the party 
is already indicted on this grave 
charge it will perhaps be as well to ex­ 
amine tbe indictment and learn to 
what extent it is likely to weigh down 
the organization which it seems is 
forced to carry it in the race so soon 
to come off. We shall assume th*t 
the party pleads guilty to the charge oí 
defeating the Tom S c o tt Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad • bill, and having done 
this, let us look at the probable conse­ 
quences likely to follow convic­ 
tion on the indictment. The peo­ 
ple of the South and East and 
those of Southern California earnestly 
demand the construction of a Southern 
overland railroad. The prosperity of 
fully one-half the nation will be di­ 
rectly, and that of the other half indi­ 
rectly, advanced by the building of 
such a road and hence the almost uni­ 
versal demand for its construction. 
Has the Democratic party defeated 
this great wish of the people? If it 
has it deserves and will receive the de­ 
nunciation of the entire common­ 
wealth. But we deny that it has done 
so. Further than this we assert and 
will prove to the satisfaction of all 
fair minded men that in defeating the 
Tom S c o tt bill the Democratic party 
have not only facilitated the building 
of a Southern overland road but have 
saved the people three hundred and 
fifty million dollars. The S c o tt bill 
provides that the Government shall 
become responsible for the interest on 
the bonds of the road and this interest 
foots up three hundred and fifty million 
dollars. It also gives S c o tt and his 
associates an exclusive frauchise, and 
does not demand an early completion 
of the road. Under the S c o tt subsidy 
bill it would be years before we pos­ 
sess the much coveted road. Tbe 
Southern Pacific Radroad Company 
have proffered to build this at once, 
and ask therefor no other assistance 
from the Government than the alter­ 
nate sections of land once granted to 
the S c o tt party and by them forfeited 
while lobbying for a money subsidy 
of three hundred and fifty million dol­ 
lars. Even while the Texas Pacific 
ring managers are idling away their 
time hanging around Congress, the 
Southern Pacific company are hard at 
work and have already pushed their 
road 
Eastward one hundred and 
twenty-five miles from Los Angeles. 
If the S c o tt subsidy bill bail passed 
it would 
have given the Texas 
Pacific company the right to build 
the road from side to side of the 
continent 
and thus 
killed 
the 
work now being pushed energet­ 
ically forward by the Southern Pacif­ 
ic, added three hundred and fifty mil­ 
lion dollars to the burden of taxation 
already so heavy that it is crushing 
the people and delayed the comple­ 


tion of the road for years. 
But, so 
reads the Republican indictment of 
the Democratic party, tbe Democrat­ 
ic majority in Congress have stepped 
in, saved tbe people three hundred 
aud fifty million dollars aud thereby 
secured the much desired road and 
guaranteed its completion at a much 
earlier date titan we could have hoped 
for had the Scon' bill become law. 
These are the facts set forth or im ­ 
plied in the indictment, and we have 
no doubt tbe Democratic leaders are 
perfectly willing to have this part of 
their record paraded against them in 
the Presidential campaign. If It is in­ 
dustriously handled by the Republi­ 
cans it will increase the Democratic 
strength at least one huudred thous­ 
and votes.

V ir g in ia C ity , March 21st.—The 
long talked of prize fight for $500 be­ 
tween Sullivan, champion of Austra­ 
lia aud Trevilliau of tills place came 
off this morning on the Carson river. 
A special train lett the depot at 8 
o’clock with the combatants and 
about 250 of the fancy ostensibly for 
tbe Mound House, but on nearing that 
station it was discovered that the 
Sheriff* of Ormsby, Stoncy and Lyons 
counties were ou Hand to prevent the 
meeting aud the engineer was in­ 
structed to run past, which he did, 
leaving the officers standing on the 
platform. They stopped a few miles 
beyond and pitched the ring near the 
couuty line. At half past 11 o’clock 
the men entered the ring, both ap- 
pearently in fine condition. Trevil­ 
liau was the heaviest by about twenty 
pounds, but Sullivan’s reputation for 
science and staying qualities made 
him the favorite. Time being called 
!>«. 
men stepped to the scratch and 
the tight began, both were cautious 
and di<t sninc good spurrings. Travil- 
lian got in a light blow on Sullivan’s 
nose without drawing blood. Sullivan 
then got in one on Trevillian’s mouth 
and much sparring followed, when 
suddenly Trevilliau got in a tremendu- 
ous blow, knocking Sullivan com­ 
pletely off his feet, be fell flat on his 
back aud when his seconds got to him 
he was bleeding profusely from the 
mouth and nose. This virtually set­ 
tled the fight, Sullivan staggered to 
the centre. On time being called for 
the next five rounds only to be knock­ 
ed down without making any resist­ 
ance. On time being called for the 
7th round Trevilliau came up smiling, 
but it was all Sullivan could do to 
walk to the scratch, Trevillian struck 
Sullivan a heavy blow on the cheek 
knocking him down and ending the 
fight.

Tuttle,from the Committee on Edu­ 
cation, reported back Carpenter’s As­ 
sembly bill reorganizing the school 
system and public education of the 
State, recommending that it do not 
pass. 
This recommendation 
was 
unanimously concurred iu by the 
Committee. 
O’Connor from the Committee on 
Claims reported adversely upon the 
Senate bill giving an annuity to Jas. 
\V. Marshall, the discoverer of gold. 
There is another bill with the same 
object which lias passed tbe Assembly 
and is now on the Senate file. 
The 
chances of its passing are about equal 
I to tbe other. 
| 
Iu accordance with notice, Farley 
moved to reconsider the vote by 
which Aguey’s stamp act passed tbe 
Senate on yesterday. 
The motion 
wa* indefinitely postponed. 
^ The special order was taken up and 
Farley defended the position assumed 
by the Committee on Corporations. 
Their conclusions were reached after 
days and weeks of deliberation, and 
theirs was not bap-hazard judgment, 
nor 
rashly 
formed 
opi noins. 
With 
impartiality 
and 
due 
consideration 
to the rights 
of 
all the parties 
interested they 
had carefully weighed the mass of tes- 
timouy aud evidence presented to 
them aud had made their recommend­ 
ation in the spirit of equity and what 
they conceived to be right in the 
premise?. As to the insinuations which 
had been thrown out in regard to the 
action of the committee, he repelled 
them with scorn. The Senator from 
Santa Clara should bear iu mind that 
when he speaks of the lobbyists of the 
railroad company filling the Legisla­ 
tive Halls, and using every means to 
entice members from their duty; that 
tbe greatest lobbyist of tbem all was 
a warm friend and promoter of the 
Archer bill, and such for no honest or 
disinterested purpose. Cohen was not 
wanting in comparison. He could 
point to several now in this Senate 
chamber, they have been hovering 
around this Senate during the whole 
session. He then proceeded to a close 
analyzation of [he Archer bill, show­ 
ing new inconsistencies and injustices. 
The priucipal point made by tbe speak­ 
er was, that the bill if it passed would 
stop all the short railroads liues in the 
State. He made this clear to the Sen­ 
ate beyond any further doubt. The 
bill was founded ou a wrong assump­ 
tion and no amount of amendments 
could rectify it. 
Farley closed by stating that he was 
firmly opposed to the passage of the 
Archer bill and should advocate tbe 
passage of the O’Connor Commission­ 
er bill. He would uot be a party to 
unfair legislation of the character of 
the Archer bill. 
Lewis then rose and said he liad 
conferred with bis constituents to as­ 
certain what their wishes were and 
the instructions were that he should 
oppose the passage of the Archer bill 
in all its stages. 
Nunau offered a substitute for the 
whole subject matter. Laid on the 
table. 
McCoppin announced himself as 
against tbe Archer bill but in favor of 
any equitable measure like the O’Con­ 
nor bill. 
Lindsey was a pronounced advocate 
of the Archer bill. 
Tuttle thought the Archer bill fair 
and equitable. He bad intended until 
a few days since to vote against the 
bill, but be was now constrained to 
vote for it believing it to be of a char­ 
acter which would commend it to the 
people of the State.

The Assembly met at 10 A. m., the 
Speaker in the chair. 
Archer, from the Commmittee on 
Corporations, reported in favor of the 
bill reiucorporating tbe city of San 
Diego. 
Lambourn, from the Committee on 
Agriculture, presented a report upon 
McConnell’s bill appropriating monies 
for the payment of tbe present out­ 


standing indebtedness of the State 
Agricultural Society, CU/rter, Ostrom, 
Biggs and Buggies of the Committee 
recommending its passage while Lnno- 
bourn and Jones announced them­ 
selves as favorable to the bill provided 
that the aid extended to the State so­ 
ciety be also extended to all tbe vari­ 
ous district and county societies of the 
State. 
Cornwall, from tbe Committee on 
Public Buildings, reported in favor of 
the Senate bill appropriating $200,000 
for tbe erection of buildings at San 
Quentin, with several amendments, 
among which was one removing 500 
of the convicts at San Quentin to Fol­ 
som for employment in the granite 
quarries at the branch prison at 
that place. The report read as follows: 
The present inferior and illy adapt­ 
ed structures at San Quentin badly 
need re-building, and Folsom will fur­ 
nish the necessary and proper mate­ 
rial therefor, and give adequate em­ 
ployment to all prisoners, thereby 
making their labor of value to the 
State without coining in competition 
with the mechanical skilled labor of 
the honest tax-pjyer. 
A veto message was received from 
the Goveruor announcing that lie 
withheld his approval from tbe As­ 
sembly bill in relation to allowing 
charitable societies to receive bequests 
by will. The reasons for such action 
were set fortli at length in the mes­ 
sage. Upon the question shall the 
bill become a law notwithstanding 
tbe veto of the Governor the roll was 
called and the veto sustained by a 
vote of 3 ayes to 68 noes—McConnell, 
Murphy and weatlierill voting ayes. ‘ 
The general file was then considered 
and the Senate bill establishing a 
State force for the arrest and detection 
of criminals was indefinitely post­ 
poned by a vote of 35 ayes to 34 noes. 
Broderick gave notice of reconsider­ 
ation. 
The House then resolved itself into

upon 
the 
consideration of the 
concurrent resolution 
urging up­ 
on 
Congress 
the 
adoption of 
such measures as will result in the 
protection of the valley lands, harbors 
and bays of the State from serious in­ 
jury being done to them by the dis­ 
charge of debris from hydraulic mines. 
The resolution gave rise to a debate of 
several hours. It wTas practically a 
contest between the mining and agri­ 
cultural interests of the State, the 
members from the mining counties 
opposing the resolution with great 
force and persistency, and tbe repre­ 
sentatives from the agricultural dis­ 
tricts as strenuously adcocating its 
passage. Upon a call of the ayes and 
noes the resolution was passed by a 
vote of 38 ayes to 29 noes, resulting in 
a closely contested victory for the ag­ 
riculturists. 
The Archer bill is the absorbing 
topic of conversation in and about the 
Legislature. The opponents of the 
bill claim to have a majority of votes 
against it, while the friends of the bill 
gather encouragement from eacli day’s 
argument. Their principal hope rests 
upon the bill being so amended as to 
exempt different short roads in the 
State from its provisions, thereby 
gaining the support of several Sena­ 
tors who will under no circumstances 
sqpport the bill. 
It now stands 
whether tne opponents of the bill, 
whom your correspondent thinks to 
be greatly in excess of its supporters, 
will allow’ of any amendment being 
made yet remains to be disclosed. 
Thus far n o opportunity hasoftered 
ol making a reliable approximation of 
the standing of the Senate upon the 
question of legislation of fares and 
freights. The State has already set 
itself upon the record against subsidy 
iu even," form, but this is by no means 
to be taken as an index of their action 
upon the bill now pending. Of the 
Senators representing the lower coun­ 
ties of the State Graves, and Satter- 
white are invariably against the pro­ 
posed legislation, while Senator Bush 
is an uncompromising friend of the 
bill. He will however as an evidence 
of his wish to do justice on all sides 
consent to prompt amendment. The 
vote has now been postponed another 
day to give Senators an opportunity 
of placing themselves on record. In 
consideration of the fact that every 
member of the Senate wishes to have 
his vote on this importaut question 
properly understood and in order to do 
so, lie shall have to rise to an expla­ 
nation, thereby consuming much time. 
It is beyond any possibility to state 
definitely when the final fate of the 
bill will be determined.

MINING BY-LAWS. 


MINING DISTRICT OF 
Soledad, Los Angeles county, State of Cali­ 
fornia, March 9th, 1876. 
O 
N this day, at a meeting held by the mi­ 
ners of the Soledad Mining District, said 
county and State, at the house of Samuel 
Harper, in said district, and in compliance 
with a notice calling for said meeting by S. 
Harper, Recorder, and posted for thirty days, 
George D. Rush was appointed President and 
Chairman. 
The meeting was then called to order, and 
M. J. Reilly was nominated as Secretary. 
The motion put before the meeting that M. J. 
Reilly act as Secretary, seconded and carried 
unanimously. 
The following boundaries and by-laws of 
the Soledad Mining District were then 
adopted: 
This District shall be known as the Soledad 
Mining District, and bounded as follows: 
Commencing at a point two miles Southwest 
horn the house of Samuel Harper, in said So­ 
ledad Mining District, thence from said point 
twelve miles running due East to a point, 
thence due North ten miles to a point, thence 
due West twelve miles to a point,and thence 
ten miles South to the place of commence­ 
ment. 
S e c t io n 1. All claims shall conform to the 
mining act of May lüth, 1872,entitled: An Act 
to promote the development of the mining 
resources of the United States. 
Sec. 2. All claims shall be recorded within 
tweniy days afterposting noticeon the same. 
sec. 3. A ny person locating a claim shall be 
required to go with the Recorder of the District 
ou Hie ground, show the boundaries, and if 
found to be not claimed and subject to loca­ 
tion, the Recorder shall then take a copy of 
the notice posted on such claim and record 
the same, and shall be required to give to the 
ciaimant of said claim a certified abstract 
from the records of such claim, for which the 
Recorder shall receive a fee of five dollars (85) 
for each claim recorded. 
Sec. 4. Ali deeds, bills of sale and transfers 
shall oe recorded in the records of thedistrlct, 
for which the Recorder shall receive tlio sum 
of two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) for each 
deed, bill of sale or transfer. 
Sec. 5. The Recorder shall be required to 
keep a fair record of all mining claims In a 
well bound book. 
Sec. 6. The Recorder shall be required to 
keep all books appertaining to his office in a 
safe place, and al low interested persous to ex­ 
amine them in his presence, and not other­ 
wise. 
Sec.7. There shall be a Recorder elected au- 
nually, on the 9th day of March,of which elec* 
tion ten days’ notice shall be given by post­ 
ing notice in three of the most public places 
in the district 
Sec. 8. The Recordershall have power to ap­ 
point a Deputy, whose acts shall be as legal 
as of the Recorder elected. 
Sec. 9. All persons locating ground for m in­ 
ing purposes shall be required to expend one 
hundred dollars worth of work on each claim, 
within one year from the date of location, and 
each succeeding year until a patent shall have 
been obtained. 
Sec. 10. All claims not recorded within 
twenty days after posting notice ou the same 
shall be subject to re-location. 
8ec.ll. All expenditures made on the claim, 
such as recording, surveying by the Deputy 
U.S. Mineral surveyor, building roads, con­ 
structing ditches, or any other necessary im­ 
provement for such claim.shull be considered 
as work done on the claim. 
Sec. 12. All placer claims shall consist of 
twenty acres each; but an association of eight 
persons can jointly locate one hundred and 
sixty acres, making eight claims in all, and 
can hold the same as one mining company 
without segregating the same. 
Sec. 13. All vein or lode claims shall consist 
of fifteen hundred linear feet alongthe course 
thereor, and three hundred feet on each side 
of the center of the vein or lode; and no loca- 
tion.whatever the number of persons making 
it,can exceed fifteen hundred linear feet along 
the course thereof. 
Sec. 14. All locations shall be distinctly 
marked on the ground, so that their bounda­ 
ries can be readily traced. 
Sec. 15. All records of mining claims shall 
contain the name or names of the locators, 
the date of the location and such a description 
of the claim or claims located, by reference to 
some natural objector permanent monument 
as will identify the claim. 
Sec. 16. Upon the failure of any one of sev­ 
eral co-owners to contribute his proportion of 
the expenditures required by this act, the co­ 
owners who have performed the labor or 
made the improvements may. at the expira­ 
tion of the year, give such delinquent co­ 
owner personal notice In writing or by publi­ 
cation in the newspaper published nearest 
tho claim, for at least once a week for ninety 
days; and if at the expiration of ninety days 
after such notice in writlngor by publication, 
such delinquent should fail or refuse to con­ 
tribute his proportion to comply w|th this act 
his interest in the claim shall become the 
property of his co-owners,who have made the 
required expenditures. 
See. 17. No lode claim can be recorded until 
afterthe discovery ofaveln or lode within the 
limits of the ground claimed. 
Sec. 18. These laws shall go Into effect from 
and after this date, and can only be amended 
and altered by giving thirty days’ notice by 
posters In three of the most public pluces in 
the district. 
A motion being made that a Recorder bo 
elected for the ensuing year, it was moved 
and seconded that Samuel Harper,the former 
Recorder, be elected to the office of Recorder 
for the ensuing year. 
Carried unanimously. 
There being no more business before the 
meeting, I, the Recorder, Samuel Harper, 
hereby appoint George D. Rush as Deputy 
Recorder tor this district. 
SAMUEL HARPER, 
Recorder Soledad District. 
Motion made and -seconded to adjourn the 
meeting. Carried.
